Methylphenidate was first prepared as a mixture of the erythro [R*S*] and threo [R*R*] 
racemates. US-A-2957880 discloses studies upon the two racemic mixtures, which revealed that the 
therapeutic activity resides in the threo diastereoisomer. It is now considered that it is the d-threo [or 
(R,R)] enantiomer that has the preferred therapeutic activity. Uses of this enantiomer are disclosed in 
PCT/GB96/01688 (International Publication No. WO 97/03671) , PCT/GB96/01689 (International 
Publication No. WO 97/036721 and PCT/GB96/0 1 690 (International Publication N o. WO 97/03673), 
the contents of which are incorporated herein by reference.
